AUSTIN—Owners of certain 
trucks, truck-tractors and buses 
that use the public highways are 
liable for federal highway use 
tax and IRS has announced that 
notices of possible delinquency 
have been mailed to about 5.nae 
Texas truck and bus owners. 
The tax applies to trucks 
weighing 13.000 pounds or more, 
truck tractors ot 5.000 pounds or 
more, and buses that use the 
public highways. Bus tax is 
figured on gross weight starting 
at 26.000 pounds. For trucks, the 
amount of tax depends on the 
number of axles and weight of 
the vehicles. 
The nation’s tax collectors 
matched their highway use tax 
records 
with 
state 
truck 
registration records to come up 
with the listing of potential 
nonfilers. The return is due by 
the end of the next month after a 
truck is driven on a public high- 
w ay 
The mailing is the iirst stage 
of a 
nationwide compliance 
program, the Internal Revenue 
Service says.

D IS EA S E D AN IM ALS “ become excited 
before they die,” he added, and with death, 
blood flows from the body openings. 
During drought, anthrax spores, hiding 
in the ground, are especially dangerous. 
Grass grows slowly and cattle crop it close 
to the ground, letting spores enter through 
the mouth and nose. 
The organisms multiply rapidly inside an 
animal’s body, entering the blood stream 
and producing a fatal blood infection.

Wilson Parks of Liberty Hill brought a 
sampling of old newspapers to the Sun 
office for those who like to look back, oc­ 
casionally, to examine.

offered. ... Tax Collector W H. Eanes will 
be in Liberty Hill on Friday and Saturday, 
4th and 5th of next month.

Among those advertising in that issue 
were J. T. Vaughan Livery Stable, Davis 
and Barton Real Estate, C. E Leatherwood 
Drug Store, and John Munro Hardware, all 
on the front page. Inside the paper were ads 
for Potts, Connell & Reed, bankers; Potts- 
Connell general store; C. M. Mears family 
shoe store, and W M. Vaught & Son who 
announced that those who traded $35.00 
worth 
with 
them 
would 
get 
a 
free 
"Graphophone.” The ad importuned, 
“ hear the Specially prepared records of 
Band and other instrum ental Music, 
songs, stories and recitations and assure 
yourself that this is the best offered." 
No local news was carried on the front 
page. Three other pages did have local 
items, with classified-type ads scattered 
along among personal items. The Liberty 
Hill Camp No. 1609 of confederate veterans 


was holding its quarterly meeting; the 
Liberty Normal & Business College an­ 
nounced that it had resumed work with 
seven new pupils, making a total of 97 
enrolled. Miss Augusta Cowles of Terrell 
was honored by Mr. and Mrs. T. A. Bryson 
with a party.

furnishing goods” ; W. H. Hobbs & Bro.
